The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In addition to 
applicant's remarks, it is noted that the header channels of Lee (US 2003/0203269) would all 
extend in the same direction. By contrast, the header channels on the opposite sides of the 
present plate would extend in different directions, because they are perpendicular to channels 
that extend in different direction on opposite sides of the plate. The first and second pluralities 
of channels extending in different directions are recited in paragraph [09] of the specification.
